Specification

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Reinhardt et 
al. (6,050,900). 

Regarding claim 1 , Reinhardt discloses a process for fixing a balancing weight to 
at least one location on a hollow shaft by soldering (column 1 lines 14-25 and column 2 
lines 35-51). 

The recitation of "for torque transmission at rotational speeds in the range of 
3000-12000 rpm in a drive system for a vehicle" is intended use. During examination, 
statements in the preamble reciting the purpose or intended use of the claimed 
invention must be evaluated to determine whether the recited purpose or intended use 
results in a structural difference (or, in the case of process claims, manipulative 
difference) between the claimed invention and the prior art. If so, the recitation serves to 
limit the claim. See, e.g., In re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 938, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 
1963) (MPEP 2111.02). 

With that being said, Reinhardt does disclose that the hollow shaft with the 
balancing weight is used in vehicles. Since Reinhardt discloses an identical process for 
vehicle bodies, it is the Examiners position that the shaft may be used for a torque 
transmission at rotational speeds in the range of 3000-12000 rpm. 
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4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Zeichnungen 
(DE725619 from IDS filed on 12/29/2005). 

Regarding claim 1, Zeichnungen discloses process for fixing a balancing weight 
on at least one location on a hollow shaft by soldering (lines 1-35). 

The recitation "for torque transmission at rotational speeds in the range of 3000- 
12000 rpm in a drive system for a vehicle" is intended use. During examination, 
statements in the preamble reciting the purpose or intended use of the claimed 
invention must be evaluated to determine whether the recited purpose or intended use 
results in a structural difference (or, in the case of process claims, manipulative 
difference) between the claimed invention and the prior art. If so, the recitation serves to 
limit the claim. See, e.g., In re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 938, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 
1963) (MPEP 2111.02).
